CECIL RHODES TALKS OF WAR. 


Attributes It to Mugwumps and Speaks 
of the Advantages Following Ex- , 
tinction of “ Krugerism.”’ 


CAPE TOWN, Oct. 10.—Cecil Rhodes re- 
ceived a wild demonstration today when he 
assumed the Presidency of the Congress of 
the South African league. During the course 
of his address he attributed the south Af- 
rican war to the “ mugwumps,” and said 
that but for them Kruger would never have 
dared to send an ultimatum to Great Britain. 

Generally speaking, Mr. Rhodes was con- 
ciliatory in his remarks. He declared that 
now that “ Krugerism had vanished,”’ Great 
Britain would establish a Liberal govern- 
ment, “‘ which would do everything possible 
to unite the interests of south Africa with 
those of the empire.”’ 

Mr. Rhodes also said there was no desire 
to “ plaster Rhodesia on Cape Colony,’’ in- 
timating that it was “likelier to be the 
other way,’’ but he thought Rhodesia would 
be one of the federated states, with great 
opportunities’ fcr expansion in the direction 
of the Congo. 

He then said: “‘ Now that the battle is 
over, the disputes on the origin of the war 
ought to cease. The race question must be 
subordinated. The league should support 
‘three points: the supremacy of the flag, 
equal rights, and to show the Dutch that 
there is no feeling against them. Having 
won what it is entitled to the league ought 
to demonstrate that the interests of the 
races are thesame. Then there will be great 


hope for the country.”

Punished for Truthful Report. 

Affairs in Martinique have taken a bad 
turn for the government. M. Picanon, who 
was sent by the government to make a re- 
port on the situation, has made a report ab- 
solutely contrary to what the Cabinet de- 
sired. The Minister of the Colonies de 
manded that Picanon change the report in 


view of the interpellation which is expected 


in Parliament. Picanon refused, and to get 
rid of this embarrassing witness the gov- 
ernment abruptly ordered Picanon back to 
Saigon, where he came from, and refused 
him the advancement promised on account 
of the honesty of his report on the massa- 
cre, which shows that the authorities were 
at fault. 


INJUNCTION 


Legal Moves in the Gas War—Confer- 
ence with State’s Attor- 


ney Today. 


Judge Hanecy entered by stipulation a 
temporary injunction yesterday restraining 
the People’s Gas Light and Coke company 
from interfering with the gas or meters used 
by the ninety-four gas consumers whose 
names were mentioned in the omnibus bill 
filed Monday. His order further provided that 
any person desiring to become a party to the 
suit had only to secure the court’s permis- 
sion without the necessity of filing an in- 
dividual suit. 

The action of the court, while only tem- 
porary pending the hearing of the suits, 
enables every patron of the People's Gas 
Light and Coke company to avoid the pay- 
ment of their bills until the case comes up 
for hearing. 

Judge Hanecy will be requested this morn- 
ing te extend the order to fifty more con- 
sumers. The list is headed by the Imboden- 
Snyder Mantel company, 114 Michigan street, 
and closed with D. T. Quinlan, 667 Walnut 
street. 

President Billings of the People’s Gas com- 
pany said that in the few days befere the 
case comes to trial no one’s gas would be 
shut off, but that every consumer would be 
held to the contract made when securing 
service, that of payment of $1 for each 1,000 
feet of gas. 


Examine Municipal’s Officers, 

Judge Andrew Hamilton, President of the 
Municipal Gas company, was called before 
Master in Chancery E. B. Sherman yester- 
day to testify in the George case, wherein a 
stockholder desires an order restraining the 
People’s Gas Light and Coke company from 
selling gas at 40 cents per 1,000 cubic feet. 
Judge Hamilton stated that he had no un- 
derstanding with any officer or agent of the 
People’s company regarding the use of gas 
or the price he should get for it. His con- 
tract, he said, authorized him to utilize the 
unoccupied pipes of the People’s company 
which he knew were lying idle on the North 
Side of the town. He did not form the com- 
pany to benefit the citizens of Chicago or in 
the interests of the People’s company. He 
also denied that any member of the Peo- 
ple’s company was interested in the Munic- 
ipal Gas Company. 


Ask Deneen to Act. 


The Committee of Five, appointed by the 
citizens at Central Music Hall recently, 
headed by Adolph Moses, will meet Attorney 
James L. Meagher of the People’s Gas Light 
and Coke company at the office of State’s 
Attarney Deneen this morning at 10 o'clock. 
As Attorney General Akin has declined to 
commence quo warranto proceedings test- 
ing the validity of the consolidation act, Mr. 
Deneen has been requested to doso. Theat- 
torneys for the gas company requested a 
hearing before he gave his answer, and it is 
for this purpose the appointment was made 
this morning. 


People’s Stock Sells Lower. 
-New York, Oct. 10.—[Special.]—People’s 


Gas was one of the most active stocks on the | 


list, sales reaching 25,000 shares. There was 
considerable selling for Chicago account, 
and, according to street reports, a good deal 
of the selling was short stock. The decline 
of 2% points was the result of the injunc- 
tion granted in Chicago today. This is 
looked upon in Wall street as being a serious 
complication. It is thought that even the 
Ogden people did not desire that this action 
should be taken. It is believed here that the 
next Legislature will pass a law under which 
both companies may suffer a loss in revenue.

Prosecution Presents Details of En- 
‘counter Between Police and Squat- 
ters on North Side Made Land—Wit- 
messes Testify to Shots Being Fired 
—Boy Exhibits Bullet Wound Re- 
ceived During Affray-—Title of 


Ground Not to Be Argued. 


The commandants of “ Captain ’’ George 
Wellington Streeter’s “‘ army of invasion” 
marched into Judge Abner Smith’s court 
yesterday under the ban of subjugation. 
Surrounded by a cohort of “ the people of 
Lake Michigan,”’ Streeter and eight of his 
“ officers”’’ formally faced the charge of 
conspiracy to commit murder, and the prose- 
cution began @ trial in which it expects to 
bring to a modern denouement his attempt to 
claim the made land off the Lake Shore 
drive. First Assistant State’s Attorney Mc- 
Ewen, assisted by Attorney James McCart- 
ney of the Lincoln Park board, on opening 
the case related in detail how Streeter, be- 
fore daylight on the morning of May 26, 
bivouacked on the disputed territory, and 


witnesses for the prosecution told of the . 


malign effect of divers bullets fired from the 
enemy's camp. 

“ This man,’’ said Attorney McEwen, point- 
ing to Streeter, *“‘ has a germ in his head. 
Where he got it nobody knows. Anyhow, it 
is there, and it seems to have deluded him 
into the belief that he owns a piece of land 
beyond the jurisdiction of the United 
States.’’ 

Attorney McEwen explained that the 
prosecution did not intend to argue its case 
on the question of title to the land. 

Those charged with conspiracy in the in- 
dictment with Streeter are William H. Niles, 
Edward Eichelberg, Samuel W. Scott, Ed 
ward Pierson, M. C.. Burgess, Walter D. 
Eastman, Stephen J. Kavanaugh, and 
George A. Newmiller. All were present at 
the opening of the trial but Newmiller, 
whose bond was forfeited in consequence of 
his absence. He appeared later ae witness 
for the prosecution. 

Reuben H. Manley, 14 years old, was one 
of the witnesses who said he had been hit 
by bullets fired by Streeter’s “ soldiers.”” He 
showed marks of a bullet wound on his leg 
to the court, and asesrted that he had been 
hit while approaching the “* dead line " along 
which a Streeter sentry was marching. Po- 
liceman George Hiott of the Bast Chicago 
Avenue Station declared that he had been 
fired upon by Niles and had been saved from 
pony ne only by the fact that the bullet fired 

im lodged in the mechanism of his watch.. 

Walter Hayes, a former Lincoln Park po- 
liceman, told of the surrender of the 
“army.’”’ While Inspector Heidelmeier and 
several score of policemen were recon- 
noitering for an attack on Streeter, Hayes, 
alone, approached Niles and told him to 


get out. Niles immediately capitulated. ‘

A GOOD DAY’S WORK. 

The results of the first day of registra- 
tion are gratifying to Republicans, The 
increase in the number of names recorded 
in the Hyde Park and Lake View wards 
as compared with four years ago te evi- 
dence that the Republicans in those strong- 
holds of the party are fully alive to the 
situation and are preparing to give the 
ticket majorities quite.as large as those 
they auf up in 1896. The West Side Re- 


= 


publican ards, with the exception of the 
Tenth, did not do so well as the others 
which have been mentioned.. It is possi- 
ble that there was a lack of activity on 
the part of those who have made it their 
special work to induce the voters to turn 
out. 

Still, the West Side first day’s ‘registra- 
tion does not fall materially below that of 
1896, and taking the city as a whole there 
is nothing to show that there has been a 
serious loss or that thé Republican ticket 
is in any danger af defeat. The gaius in 
wards like the Tenth, Twenty-fifth, and 
Twenty-sixth, Twenty-seventh, Thirty-sec- 
ond, and Thirty-fourth, make amends for 
losses in other quarters. Whenever those 
wards poll a full vote, as it is evident they 
are going to do this year, the Republicans 
need not be alarmed. The time for alarm 
is when the voters of those wards do not go 
to the polls. 

The Democrats cannot legitimately get 
any comfort from the registration. There 
has been a marked falling off in some 
of their strong wards and in not one of 
them is there a decided gain. There is 
a notable decrease in their two lodging- 
house wards—the First and the Eighteenth. 
This may be due to the knowledge that 
the lodging-house vote is to be closely seru- 
tinized this year. The Democrats have 
‘made a poor showing also in the Fifth, 
Sixth, Ninth, Nineteenth, and Twenty- 
ninth Wards. In only one of their reliable 
wards—the Eighth—have the Democrats 
made gains, and the registration there ex- 
ceeds that of 1896 by only 177. 

The signs are that the Republicans will 
poll about large a vote as they did in 
1896 and that while they may not secure | 
majorities equal to those of that year, they 
will carry both the city and the county | 
by substantial majorities. These are the 
indications of the new registration so far 
as it has gone. The Republican leaders 
never have had any doubt as to the result 
if the voters of the party could be induced 
to come out. There is no longer any ground 
for worriment on that score. ‘The wards 
where apathy spells Republican defeat and 
activity spells Republican victory have been 
heard from. They are full of earnestness 
and zeal, *

Another ing accident of Tuesday 
“Narrow evening endangered the 
‘Escape from lives of eleven people, all 
Death.” but one of whom were lucky 
enough to-escape without 
serious injury. In this case the absence:of 
gates and watchmen was not to blame for 
the accident. It was due to the fact that 
after the car had started across and 
directly in front of the approaching train 
the trolley slipped off the wire, leaving the 
motorman and conductor helpless to avert 
the crash. It is explained that the trolley 
wire is raised to an unusual height at this 
crossing in order to permit the passage of 
trains beneath it. As a consequence the 
trolley pole barely reaches the wire and is 
in great danger of being jarred off as the car 
jolts over the railroad tracks. So far as 
direct responsibility for the accident can be 
placed it Mes with the créw of the car, who 
knowing the danger of slipping the trolley 
while crossing the tracks had no right to 
take chances with the lives of their passen- 
gers. It is also true, however, that men 
whose work regularly leads them into dan- 
gefous situations become calloused to the 
danger, and the longer they escape accident 
the more they are inclined to take chances. 
The longer such dangerous crossings are 
maintained the greater will be the proba- 
bility of accidents. The collision of Tuesday 
adds emphasis to the conclusion that noth- 
ing but the elevation of all the railroad 
tracks within the city limits will afford 
proper protection to people who are obliged 
te cross railroad rights-of-way either in 
Vehicles or on foot. There is no duty before 
the city administration which demands such 
prompt and persistent attention. 


THE APPEAL TO THE MOB.

a discontinuance of the senseless practice 
in that institution. A few. days after the 
occurrence President Harris called the en- 
tire student body together, presented to 
them all the argumens for continuing the 
cane rush he could muster as well as the 
arguments for its discontinuance, asked 
them to think the matter over for a day, and 
then vote as a jury upon it. When the time 
for voting came there were 329 men present 


‘In chapel. Only thirty-three voted to retain 


it, and 206 voted to discontinue. The out- 
come is not only creditable to the students 
and to the tact of the President, but it is an 
illustration of the benefits of student: self- 
government worthy of imitation elsewhere. 


STOP THE BUTCHERING IN CHINA. 
It is time for the powers to call a halt 


upon the continued slaughter and looting of 
the Chinese by the foreign soldiers. The 
situation around Pekin and Tien Tsin seems 
to be degenerating into mere exhibitions of 


‘savagery by some of the allies. The letter 


received from an American officer by ex- 
Judge Tree of this city confirms some of 
the worst charges of brutality made against 
the Russian and other soldiers. Some of 
these atrocities are frightful. The whole 
route between Tien Tsin and Pekin is said 


to be devastated, the inhabitants being killed 


or driven from their homes, and everything 
of value carried off by soldiers. 

The occasional conflicts with remnants 
of the Boxer army are as revolting as the 
rest of the story. The American officer in 
question tells of an encounter with a body of 
Chinese who were “ hovering within sight 
of the city.” They must not even “ hover.” 
A force of 500 men attacked these Chinese 
and killed 700 of them like sheep. The 
natives were armed ofly with spears and 
offered no resistance worthy of the name, 
yet they were killed in their flight until the 
pursuers wearied of the “sport.” The 
officer says it became monotonous to kill 
fleeing men who could offer no resistance. 
It is time to stop these massacres. 

The Chinese seem to have no power of 
resistance. Captain Zalinski is apparent- 
ly correct when he says that the supposed 
strength of China is wholly fictitious, and 
that the nation is harmless so far as oppos- 
ing armed foreigners is concerned. They 
may do some fighting behind fortifications, 
but nowhere else. There is no more honor 
in continuing to kill these people than in 
slaughtering so many sheep. In the name 


of civilization the powers should put a stop 


to this butchery. The Chinese have no 
soldiers, no ‘organization, no arms, no 
bravery, no morale. Probably 100,000 men 
could march from end to end of China and 
meet no difficulty more serious than that of 
transporting their own foodstuffs and sup- 
plies. They could move backward and for- 
ward all over the empire practically with- 
out opposition. The Chinese appear to be 
in reality the most unwarlike nation on the 
face of the earth. They are about as im- 
potent to resist as were the Australian sav - 
ages, or some of the central African tribes, 
or the Hindoo Bengalese in India when the 
British first encountered them. 

If the Chinese are to be deprived of the 
kind of independence they have thus far 
had—if they are to be made subject to for- 
eign powers and to become a servile popula- 
tion of hewers of wood and drawers of 
water—it will be most unfortunaté for them 
to fall under the domination of Russia. The 
experiences of the last few months have 
shown that it is much better for them to 
come in contact with Americans or Eng- 
lishmen than with Russians. The atroci- 
ties of the Cossack soldiery have been bar- 
barous. Nor will the Chinese be in an en- 
viable situation if they have to accept the 
Germans as masters, for the Germans do 
not handle subject races with gloves. 

It is to be hoped that the powers will unite 
to put a speedy end to the indiscriminate 
killing of Chinese. The sooner the Chinese 
government comes to terms and surrenders 
the officials who have been chiefly responsi- 
ble for the anti-foreign uprising—Prince 


Tuan being at the head of the list—the better | 


it will be for the people of China. The 
sooner the foreign troops can be withdrawn 
the shorter will be the record of dishonor 
that is now being made. 


THE ELOQUENCE OF A FEW FACTS. 

General John C. Black. can “let the 
eagle soar” as high as any man in Illinois 
when he pleases, but in speaking to the 
Stock-Yards employés day before yesterday 
he confined himself to the eloquence of im- 
pressive facts. He talked to between 3,000 
and 4,000 of the Stock-Yards men, some 
of whom had on previous occasions heard 
him address them as “ fellow-Democrats.” 
On Tuesday he appeared before them, as he 
put it, “ not as a party advocate but as an 
American citizen ” who believed his inter- 


| ests and theirs were the same, and who 


wished to tell them where their joint inter- 
ests lay. 

General Black told his hearers, what they 
probably did not know, that there are 1,100 
more men at work at the Stock-Yards than 
there were four years ago, and that the 
labor employed there is getting three-quar- 
ters of a million more than it did a year 
ago. Evidently there is prosperity at the 
yards. The speaker said he did not pre- 
tend that McKinley had made that pros- 
perity. He gave credit for it to the in- 
dustry of the people and the bounty of 
heaven, but he made the point that a Presi- 
dent who would make Americans fear for. 
the safety of their financial system would 
put an end to prosperity. 

Extravagant claims for McKinley would 
have had no influence on the Stock-Yards 
employés. They listened attentively to a 
plain statement of the serious consequences 
for them of the defeat of McKinley by a 
man like Bryan, and they seemed to agree 
with General Black when he pointed out 
that as long as there was an abundance of 
work for them and they were paid for it 
in good moncy there was fio reason why 
they should want a change. “Do you 
want,” said he, “ to put dynamite under our 
present system and blow it to atoms?’ 
There is good reason to believe they do not. 

The emptiness of the issue of “ imperia)- 
ism” was exposed by General Black. It 
is, as he said, tramped up only to divert the 
attention of voters from the free silver 
issue. General Black's effective answer to 
the cry of “militarism” was that see 
100 men had gone into the army from the 
Stock-Yards. These men who had gqne to 
serve their country were not unknown to 
their 6ld associates. The latter knew they |

A loan like the one recently made to the 
British. government means that that gov- 
ernment needed gold. There was a surplus 
of that metal in the United States, and the 


of it abroad, just as holders of stocks of 
wheat and other commodities in excess of 
the demand for home consumption are al- 
ways ready to sell them abroad. It is evi- 
dent that some hoMers of gold have had to 
send their gold abroad so as to get more 
for it than they can at home, It is singular 
that that should distress Mr. Bryan, who 
never has liked gold or shown any sympa- 
thy for the capitalists or sorrowed over their 
inability to make profitable investments. 

The fact that they make foreign loans 
indicates that they can get higher interest 
rates abroad. Money is cheaper here than 
it fs on the other side of the ocean. Few 
things are more conducive to prosperity than 
low interest rates. They enable the work- 
ingman to build his home more cheaply and 
the manufacturer to get on better terms the 
capital he needs to enlarge or build a fac- 
tory. They enable the farmer to replace a 
10 per cent mortgage with é6ne drawing a 
much‘ lower rate of interest, or to borrow on 
most reasonable terms the money he needs 
for the improvement of his farm. 

Mr. Bryan was clamoring four years ago 
for “ cheap money.”’ The country hascheap 
and good money today. Some of it is being 
invested in lands. More would be if the 
land-owners did not ask so much for it. A 
small part of the abundant stock of Amer- 
ican capital is loaned on profitable terms to 
foreigners who will not repudiate their 
debts, as Mr. Bryan would have had Amer- 
icans repudiate theirs. . 


ONIONS AND THE UNIVERSITY. 

Barely a week passes that the Univer- 
sity of Chicago does not furnish some sur- 
prise in the direction of edibles or raiment. 
The latest announcement from the Midway 
is to the effect that the apparently vigorous 
President has been ordered by his physician 
to eat onions to strengthen his system. 
From the dietary point of view there is 
nothing unusual in this. The bulbous root 
has been long famous for its strengthen- 
-ing qualities, and in some countries is in 
great demand by those performing manual 
labor. Dr. Harper is a great worker and 
may be overtaxing his strength. In that 
case the onion may prove a usefy] tonic.

Hence it is 
that he is contemplating issuing a general 
order that the entire membership of the 
big university, faculty, students, coeds, post 
graduates, and all, must adopt the onion 
as an article of daily diet. 

Should the order be enforced it will have 
many useful results. Dr. Harper and the 
students will resume communications once 
more and the doctor will be spared the 
bother of going to the leeward every time 
he meets a student. The daily conferences 
will be expedited by a lessening of distance 
between the respective parties. He will 
no longer appear “ remote, alone, unfriend- 
ed, solitary, slow.”

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


MONG the books issued by A. C. Me- 

Clurg & Co. is a new edition of the 
famous ‘‘ Private Memoirs of Mad- 
ame Roland,’ edited by Edward Gil- 
pin Johnson. Of all the pride of in- 
tellectual attainment felt by the ambitious 
commoner of the eighteenth century, of all 
his resentment against destruction of birth 
and breeding. Mme. Roland is the personifi- 
cation, and this pride is breathed into every 
line of her memoirs to the exclusion of all 
that the reader would naturally expect to 
find in them of interest or value. To the 
events of the times, the most startling and 
momentous in the history of France, she 
does not refer except in the most casual way, 
although she was so closely in touch with 
them and wrote with the prison walls about 
her and the gulllotine looming before her. 
She speaks constantly of herself, her youth, 
her lofty mind, her fine sensibilities, and her 
great charm of person and manner. Her 
egotism for what she was and what she be- 
came was monumental, sublime. 

** My portrait,”’ she wrote, ** has uent- 
ly been drawn, painted, and engraved, but 
none of these imitations give an idea of my 
person; it is difficult to seize, because I have 
more soul than figure, more expression than 
features. . .. My whole face kindies in 
proportion to the interest with which I am 
inspired, in the same manner as my mind is 
developed in proportion to the mind with 
which I have to act. I generally please be- 
cause I disiike to offend; but it is not granted 
to all to find me handsome, or to discover 
what I am worth. Nothing could be more 
decent than my dress, nothing more modest 
than my deportment. I wished them to an- 
nounce propriety and grace; and from the 
commendations that were bestowed upon me 
I flattered myself that I succeeded.” 

There are pages and pages of a like vein. 
Only once or twice occurs a refreshing para- 
graph beginning in this fashion: ‘‘ My cold- 
ness in singing was a source of almost as 
much regret, as my facility in pursuing a 
train of argument was of astonishment to 
him.” (Her singing teacher.) But the same 
paragraph ends thus: “ The poor man di¢ 
not perceive that I had ‘too much soul to 
express it in a song; to give full expression 
to a tender passage of music would have em- 
barrassed me as much as to have done dra- 
matic justice to the sentiments of Eucharis 
and Erminie, while reading aloud to my 
mother of the loves and sorrows of those 
heroines.” 

The same spirit of self-esteem and self- 
importance characterize the memoirs to the 
end. Mme. Roland deemed herself worthy, 
by qualifications of mind and person, to be 
on the other side of the line of class digtinc- 
tion that divided the bourgeoisie from the 
noblesse, and the accident of birth that pre- 
vented this, as much as her beloved Plutarch, 
made a raBid republican of her. | 

This is the second English edition of the 
Memoirs, and is based upon the first, a trans- 
lation made from Bose’s original edition, 
published at London two years after Mme. 
Roland's death. The publishers have present- 
ed the work in a most attractive form. 


It has been said that in a lterary sense 
swords are to be permitted to rust in their 
scabbards and that their owners will no 
longer be the favorite heroes among fiction 
readers. But Mr. H. A. Hinkson’s story, 
“The King’s Deputy” (McClurg), proves 
the failacy of such a statement and contains 
all the elements that belong to the first-class 
tale of adventure, combined in an originally 
stirring manner. There is the nobly born 
and courageous hero, with the fair lady mak- 
ing her first appearance behind a tantalizing 
domino; and then there are the many ad- 
ventures which go to prove the love and 
loyalty of the hero. 

The scene is laid in Ireland in the last 
century and the hero is Theobald Dillon, in 
the service of the Duke of Rutland. 
party of conspirators numbers among its 
members a certain Beatrix Yelverton. who 
had first won the admiration of young Theo- 
bald when she had visited him fn his room 
in order to beg for the life of a father with 
whom her surprised host was to fight a duel. 
The woman proves to be quite solicitous for 
the welfare of the hero, and the duel turns 
out to be a rather harmless affair. There 
are several other duels, in one of which an- 
other spirited woman, disguised in the 
clothes of her lover, appears to fight for him 
and to protect his honor. It is almost need- 
less to say that the tale ends well and that 
love finds a way to defy politics and opposing 
passions. 

The characters are conventionally drawn, 
as they are apt to be in romances, and one 
must look to the plot and the style for the 
interest of the tale. In these essentials the 
story is altogether satisfactory. 


A USELESS OFFICE. 

’ From the New York Sun: The Coroners of 
New York County have requested the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment to increase 
their salaries to $7,000 a year apiece. 

The Coroner’s office in this city costs the 
city about $300,000 a year. This is exclusive 
of extraordinary expenses, such as fees of 
chemists and of other experts, which are 
frequently incurred. The salary of a Cor- 
oner in this county is now $6,000 a year. It 
was $5,000 a year before 1898. Whether the 
Coroners are overworked or not, and 
whether their labors are now such that they 
deserve additional compensation, the fact 
is, indubitably, that the Coroner’s office is, if 
not an entirely useless institution, one whose 
duties could be better and more cheaply 
performed by other functionaries than those 
now constituted. It is the custom of the 
police officials and of the District Attorney’s 
office to act independently of the Coroner’s 
office in all important cases. It not infre- 
quently happens that men charged with 
crime who have been declared guiltless by 
Coroner’s juries are immediately rearrested 
and indicted at the instance of the District 
Attorney, or by the police upon their own 
responsibility. The sole usefulness of the 
Coroner’s office is to furnish the authorities 
with some sort of an expert opinion as to the 
cause of death in suspicious cases. There is 
not the slightest reason why such a judg- 
ment could not be promptly and adequately 
furnished by police surgeons or a board of 
medical examiners. 

Bills have been introduced in the Legis- 
lature to abolish the Coroners of New York 
City. Coroner's juries have been done away 
with throughout the State, save tn cities of 
the first class, and the Boards of Supervisors 
in the various counties. are empowered to 
pay Coroners by salaries instead of by fees. 
This practically makes the Coroner in the 
interior of the State a simple medical exam- 
iner, That is what the Coroner ought to be

POLES MUS HE PAINTED, 


BELLWOOD OFFICIALS CAUSE AR- 
REST OF TELEPHONE EMPLOYES. 


Town Board Insists That Its Dignity | 
Shall Be Hespected and That the. 
Company Must Secure a Franchise 
Before Using Village Streets—Sup- 
ports tor Wires Must Be as Pretty 


Trustees Asked Not to Build Line. 


War has been declared by the Board of 
Trustees of the Village of Bellwood upon the 
Chicago Telephone company. They insist 
that the company must erect painted tele- 
phone poles in that village similar to those 
in the adjoining suburbs of Melrose Park 
and Maywood to the east, and that the com- 
pany must also recognize the village board. 

Last month the telephone company pre- 
pared to erect new poles for its wires to St. 
Charies and Elgin, which pass through Bell- 
wood on the old St. Charles road. The au- 
thorities of the village warned the repre- 
sentatives of the company to cease work at 
that time, and nothing was done until last 
week, when the new poles were put up de- 
spite the vigorous objections of President N. 
¥. Doherty of the bdard. This aroused the 
anger of the trustees, both because the com- 
pany had ignored the board and had neglect- 
ed to secure a franchise. Furthermore, the 
poles were unpainted, while those erected 
by the company in Melrose Park and May- 
wood were painted. It was decided that the 
company must not be allowed to string wires. 


Linemen Are Arrested. 

When the linemen of the company com- 
menced to string wires last Monday morn- 
ing, President Doherty, supported by Trus- 
tees Grassman and P. J. Glos and two spe- 
cial policemen hastily summoned for the oc- 
casion, moved down upon the invaders. The 
linemen, perched high upon the poles, were 
too intent upon their work to note the ad- 
vancing array until President Doherty's lit- 
tle army had taken up positions 
them. 

“Come down from there!” shouted Do- 
herty. 

The men on the poles looked down at the 
village worthies and laughed in derision. 

“Come down from there, I say. You are 
under arrest!” again shouted the President 
of the board. 

“©, you go to ——.” The invitation was 
to a warmer climate than that of a summer 


resort. 

“If you don’t come down we'll make 
you,” once more shouted Doherty. The 
telephone employés finally slid down the 
poles and were placed under arrest» The 
question then arose as to what disposition to 
make of the prisoners. Bellwood’s solitary 
justice of the peace, Ed Brill, was at work, 
and the village has no “ lockup.”” Therefore 
it was decided to take them before a justice 
in Melrose Park. There they gave bonds of 
$100 each and were released. 

“They have no franchise in the village,” 
said a member of the board yesterday after- 
noon, “and besides we have have just as 
good a right to have painté¢d poles in Bell- 
wood as they have in Melrose Park or May- 
wood ” 


Hard to Sustain Authority. 

The Village of Bellwood was incorporated 
about six months ago, and the village au- 
thorities have been having a fight ever since 
to establish their authority and maintain 
their dignity. Only yesterday the Chicago 
Junction railway company attempted to lay 
a sidewa‘k of Georgia pine instead of white. 
pine across its right of way in St. Charies 
avenue, and only by threats of arresting the 
entire construction gang sent to do the 
work was the new danger averted. But the 
war with the te-ephane company is the most 
important problem which has yet arisen, 
eed the trustees are determined to win in the 


Ask Board to Lease Telephone. 

Representatives of the Chicago Telephone 
company yesterday attempted to persuade 
the Sanitary Trustees that it is cheaper to 
lease a wire between Chicago and the Lock- 
port controlling works than to construct 
@ private line. After a discussion of the sub- 
ject the officials were asked to submit their 
proposition in writing at the next meeting. 
The company offered to purchase all ma- 
terials now in the hands of the board if the 
construction of the private line now in

FIX PLACE OF OBSERVATORY. 


Exact Longitude of the Yerkes Institu- 
tion Is Being Ascertained by 
Governmental Survey. 


The exact longitude of the Yerkes ob- 
servatory of the University of Chicago is 
being ascertained this week by a party from 
the United States Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
very service. The longitude of this institu- 
tion has heretofore only been approximately 
known, but near enough for ordinary pur- 
poses. This fall, however, Professor Barn- 
ard will undertake some measurements of 


the parallax of the planet Eros in conjunc-~ 


tion with astronomers at other places, and it 
is essential that the exact longitude of the 
observing stations be known. 

To carry out this work one observer is 
Stationed at the observatory at Williams 
Bay, the other at the United States observ- 
ing station at St. Louis, Mo.- The two are 
in telegraphic communication, and by means 
of transit ents observe the passing 
of certain stars across the meridian, or 
some other fixed point in the sky.. Two hun- 
dred observations are taken each night..
